The Express says: "On what floor 
the flames started aod how they be« 
gan cannot at present be ascertained. 
Truman's building was soon a mass of 
flames that arose a distance of 100 
feet above the roof. The heat was eo 
intense that the people living in tene- 
ment houses across the street were 
obliged to fly for their lives, leaving all 
their household effects behind, the un- 
fortunate occupants left their houses 
none too soon, for the flames shot to 
the opposite side of Cherry street and 
in less time than it takes to write it, 
the conflagration had wrapped at least 
fifteen houees in flames extending from 
194 up to Pike street, and continuing 
for several houses beyond that thor- 
oughfare. 
While the flames were 
burning with terrific fury at the flour 
mills the walls fell in, killing .two 
firemen. At the same time it became 
known that four of the factory hands 
had perished in the flames. It was 
currently reported at the time that 
number of those residing in tene 
ment houses across the street were 
unable to escape and were among the 
dead."
